Norfolk, Va, Oct. 12.—The Vlri?inla 
coast from Cape Henry to Dam Nock 
Mills, 12 miles south, is strewn with 
the wreckage of several ill-fated craft. 
All communication with the seashore 
is cut off, but it is known that three 
vessels have been wrecked and sev- 
eral lives lost 
Of the coal barges 
Occan Belle and Georgia nothing is 
now loft except miles of wreckage on 
the shore. 
Captain George H. Adams 
and 
Seaman Charles Peters 
were 
drowned. Avhile Joseph Peters, Peter 
Lopoz and M. Payne owe their lives to 
the heroism of Surfman Charles Capps, 
of life saving station No. 2. All these 
men were on the Ocean Belle, and 
when this bari?o was dashed ashore 
the waves hnvept her decks clear of 
rigging and chow, Capps plunged into 
the surf, and after desperate struggles 
brought all three men to land.

Norfolk, V a, Oct. 12.—The Virginia 
coast from Cape Honry to Dam Nock 
Mills, 12 miles south, Is strewn with 
the wreckage of several ill-fated craft. 
All communication with the seashore 
is cut off, but it is known that three 
vessels have boen wrecked and sev­ 
eral lives lost 
Of the coal barges 
Occan Belle and Georgia nothing is 
now loft except miles of wreckage on 
the shore. 
Captain George H. Adams 
and

Lopoz and M. Payne owe their lives to 
the heroism of Surfman Charles Capps, 
of life saving station No. 2. All those 
men were on the Ocean Belle, and 
when this barge was dashed ashore 
the waves nwept her decks clear of 
rigging and chow. Capps plunged into 
the surf, and after desperate struggles 
brought all three men to land. 
The three-masted schoonor Nellie W. 
Howlett,

Tlu crew is safe. 
The passenger steamer reported off 
shore in a dangerous position was the 
Old Dominion steamer Hamilton, from 
New York.

Queen of Flowers.

H E historj^ of the race is full of romance and poetry. 
^Yhen 
the flower -was first introduced as a garden bloom must ever 
remain a matter of conjecture; but it is certain that tho 
ancients know and admired this Queen of the Flowers many, 
many centuries ago.

The beautiful varieties we 
know to-day were unknown to them, for It is a matter of history that until 
the beginning of the nineteenth century rery few double roses had been in- 
troduced. 
Since that time innumerable and grand varieties have come intc 
existence, and to-day they range in color, size and fragrance from the small 
dainty button size to those measuring five inches and more in diameter, and in 
color from the purest white to the deeper maroon, or nearly black. 
The only 
shade of color not yet attainable is blue. 
Though nature has been lavish in 
bestoAvlng all other shades, forms and sizes, the lover of the rose must bo 
content without this color. 
But this, I am sure, will be no great hardship, as 
one has a glorious range of hues frojn which to choose.

Be Sure That Letters Are 
Delivered on Sunday. 


'Sabbath obs'ervance in Belgium is 
optional, ospecially in regard to the 
delivery of letters. 
Postage stamps 
have a tiny coupon at tho bottom on 
which is the legend, engraved both in 
French and Dutch; 
"Not to be deliv- 
ered on Sunday." If the sender of the 
letter is a person of stix)ng religious 
views who believes in observing the 
Sabb'ath an every form, he permits the 
coupon to ivmain attached 
to 
the 
stamp, and the letter which might be 
delivered Sunday does not go out of 
the receiving ofiire until the following 
tlay. 
If. on the other hand, the send- 
er of the letter has no such scruples. 
h'G tears off the coupon, and the letter 
is delivered on Sunday, the same as 
any other day. 
A fine is imposed on 
the carrier for violating the instruc- 
tions of the coupon. 
As Dutch is spo- 
ken a great deal in Belgium, tlie warn'- 
ing appears on tho coupon in that 
languag'e as well as in French. 
The 
coupon is an innovation even in Bel- 
gium. one of the 
most 
progresF.ive 
countries in the postal union, and has 
been in use less than two j^ears. ac- 
cording to the foreign mail clerks in 
the city postoilice. 
It was Um direct 
result of Sabbath agitation in Belgium 
The posta-I authorities were about to 
yield to the outcry Avlven the Socialist 
party made a violent protest in the 
chamber of deputies. 
So persistent 
were the Socialists in 
the 
outcry 
against wbat they considered was the 
violation of the principles of individ- 
ual libertv that the -postal authorities 
decided to try the coupon plan as a 
compromise, hoping that 
would 
ap- 
pejase botli sides. 
It is satisfactory 
only in a measure, however. 
The re- 
cipient, who .is a strict Sabbathtarian, 
may get a letter from a less squeam- 
ish correspondent who has torn off the 
coupon. 
Again, the Socialist, who has 
no such scruples, cannot get a letter 
that is in tho p-ostoflice because it 
bears the forbidding coupon.

Suppose the money lost this one season, to say nothing of tho vast 
sums wiped away during all the forty years of Western settlement, had been 
spent in intelligent preventive measures at the heads of the streams, would 
it have been effective? Already many Western farmers have thrown up damil 
across ravines and sloughs on prairie farms, wiiich hold back the rain'i 
bounty. 
These are constructed primarily as cattle watering places, but thoj 
keep the floods from the land below and save many a field from having Iti 
crop washed out 
If this system be extended over the whole area of tin 
upper basin on a larger scale, it would not only retain a great portion of ui; 
seasonable rainfall, but give opportunity for irrigation on the lower level 
from the stored water. 
Tho Senate of the recent Congress has already rea: 
ized the necessity of doing something, for it passed a bill ap])roprIating $10, 
000,000 for the purchase of 2.500,000 acres on the top of the Appalachia: 
range in the States of North Carolina, Tennessee, Kentucky and Georgia, th 
object being to protect the forests and to prevent floods by liolding the water 
on the hillsides, rather than allow them free course over deforested aroas 
The bill failed in the House, but it ought to succeed at next session. 
Tho es 
tiibllshment of a permanent reservoir system under Government control an( 
with ample appropriations foi- its construction should bo the next step ii 
tho development of the West. 
It will mean a tremendous body of Avater hel< 
iiigh up on the prairie slopes, eiSerting its Influence in the modification of tJji 
hot winds and the drouths; It will furnish to the growing area of irrigatei 
lands a steady supply through the summer months; it will retain the rain 
the life of the agriculturists of the lower Mississippi and Missouri one o 
and so in-event the floods that annually spoil the low-lying farms and maki 
anxiety.—The Independent,

modern cosmogonists are substantially i*eversions to Kant's 
•‘Natural History of the Heavens.** the long discarded and despised Car­ 
tesian vortices reappear, Avith the eclat of virtual novelty, in others; nor are 
there wanting theories or speculations rcminisceni even of Buffon's coinetary 
Impacts. 
Moreover, the misleading fashion has come into vogue of bracketing Kant 
with Laplace as co-inventor of tho majesiic and orderly plan of growth com­ 
monly designated as the “nebular hypothesis.” 
This has been, and is, the 
source of much hurtful confusion. 
Save the one fundamental idea—and that 
i>y no means their exclusive property—of ascribing unity of origin to the 
planetary system, Kant's and Laplace's evolutionary methods had little in 
common. 
Their postulates Avere very far from being identical; they em* 
ployed radically different kinds of “world stuff;’’ and the “world stuff' was 
subjected, in each case, to totally dissimilar in’occss.—Knowledge.

Ihe Rose—Undisputed 
Queen of Flowers.

H E histoiy of the race is full of romance and poetry. 
^Yllen 
the flower was first introduced as a garden bloom must ever 
remain a matter of conjecture; but it is certain that tho 
ancients knew and admired this Queen of the Flowers many, 
many centuries ago. 
Early Greek writers mention it in raan^^ of their writings, 
asserting that It was consecrated to Venus as an emblem of 
beauty, to Cupid as an emblem of love and to Harpocrates 
as the god of silence. 
Probably this last fact explains why 
the white rose was regarded as a sj'mbol of silence, and .at ancient carnivals 
was suspended from tho celling and around it was written this sentence: 
♦‘He who doth secrets reveal 
Beneath my roof shall never dwell.” 
W hat faith and what confidence must have existed between man and 
man in those days when only tho presence of a fiower was needed to insure 
silence and to Impress upon those present tho injunction that secrets were to 
be kept inviolable! 
The Romans also held the rose in great e$teem. The beautiful varieties we 
know to-daj’’ were unknown to them, for it is a matter of history that \intil 
the beginning of the nineteenth century very few double roses had been in 
troduced. 
Since that time innumei^able and grand varieties have come intc 
existence, and to-day they range in color, size and fragrance from the small 
dainty button size to those measuring five inches and more in diameter, and in 
color from the purest white to the deeper maroon, or nearly black. The only 
shade of color not yet attainable is blue. 
Though nature has been lavish in 
bestowing all other shades, forms and sizes, the lover of the rose must bo 
content without this color. B at this, I am sure, will be no great hardship, as 
one has a glorious range of hues from which to choose, 
Tho wild or native rose can be found growing in abundance in nearly 
every temperate zone. 
It is found in Asia, Africa, the whole of Europe and 
North America. The native varieties ai*e the original parents of all the grand 
roses that now embellish the gardens and homes of^ millions of the earth'fc» 
Inhabitants. 
The old-fashioned, rose, with its single row of petals, found 
growing by the roadside in the country districts of New England is the an­ 
cestor of some of the highly colored, and fragrant blooms that now lend theli 
l^eauty to decorative purposes. 
No one will dispute the popularity of the rose. 
Certain flowers becomc 
tho fads of tho hour and hold sway for a time, but are soon dethroned. 
The 
rose is always in demand, summer and winter, and the sales of its blooms 
are not exceeded by those of anj^ other flower. Its season of special favor If 
winter, when no special function is deemed, complete without the presence 
of this beautiful flower.

QUEER COUPON ON STAMPS, 


C an Floods Be Preveii^ted? 


HE Middle West, meaning the territory of the iower jNlissourf, 
the Kaw and. the Des Moines rivers, suffered a flood loss last 
spring estimated at $25,000,000. 
And this despite the fact that 
millions of dollars are used each year by the Government and 
by States In building levees and otherwise endeavoring to coniine 
the lower Mississippi and Missouri within safe bounds. 
It has 
proved thus far impossible to control entirely the mighty force of these 
rivers; tlieir frequent rebellions result in inundations Avith iilanning regu­ 
larity. 
Suppose the money lost this one season, to say nothing of tho vast 
sums wiped away during all the forty years of Western settlement, had been 
spent in intelligent preventive measures at the heads of the streams, would 
it have been effective? Already many Western farmers have thrown up damsi 
across ravines and sloughs on prairie farms, which hold back the rain’f 
bount5\ 
The.?e are constructed primarily as cattle watering places, but tho,i( 
keep the floods from the land below and save many a field from having Iti 
crop washed out. 
If this system be extended over the whole area of tin 
upper basin on a larger scale, It would not only retain a great portion of ui; 
seasonable rainfall, but give opportunity for irrigation on the lower level 
from the stored water, Tho Senate of the recent Congress has already rea! 
ized the necessity of doing something, for it passed a bill ap])roprIating $10. 
000,000 for the purchase of 2.500,000 acres on the top of the Appalachia; 
range in the States of North Carolina, Tennessee, Kentucky and Georgia, th 
object being to protect the forests and to prevent floods by liolding the water 
on the hillsides, rather than allow them free course over deforested areas 
The bill failed in the House, but it ought to sucet*ed at next session. 
The oa 
tabllshment of a permanent reservoir system under Government control an( 
with ample appropriations foi* its construction should be the next step ii 
tho development of the West, It will mean a tremendous body of water hel< 
high up on the prairie slopes, e:ierting its influence in the modification of tin 
hot winds and the drouths; it will furnish to the growing area of irrlgatei 
lands a steady supply through the summer months; it will retain the raiu 
the life of the agriculturists of the lower Mississippi and Mhsouri one o 
and so in’cvent the floods that annually spoil the low-lying farms and mak< 
anxiety.—The Independent. 


May Be Sure That Letters Arc Not 
Delivered on Sunday. 
•Sabbath obst?rvanco in Belgium is 
optional, especially in regard lo the 
delivery of letters. 
Postage stamps 
have a tiny coupon at the bottom on 
which is the legend, engraved both in 
French and Dutch: 
“Not to be deliv­ 
ered on Sunday.'* If the sender of tho 
letter is a person of strong religious 
views who believes in observing the 
Sabb'ath Jn every form, he permits the 
coupon to ix^main attached 
to 
the 
stamp, and the letter which might be 
delivered Sunday does not go out of 
the receiving ofiice until the following 
day. 
If. on the other hand, the send­ 
er of the letter has no such scruples. 
Ire tears off tho coupon, and the letter 
is delivered on Sunday, the same as 
any other day. 
A flne is imposed on 
the carrier for violating the ¿nstruc- 
tions of the coupon. As Dutch is spo­ 
ken a great deal in Belgium, tlie warn^ 
ing appears on the coupon in that 
languag'e as well as in French. 
The 
coupon is a.n innovation even in Bel­ 
gium. one of the 
most 
progresF»ive 
countries in the postal union, and has 
been in use less than two >^ars. ac­ 
cording to the foreign mail clerks in 
the city postofllce. 
It was tlm direct 
result of Sabbath agitation in Belgium 
The postal authorities were about to 
yield to the outcry when the Socialist 
party made a violent protest in the 
chamber of deputies. 
So persistent 
were the Socialists in 
the 
outcry 
against what they considered was the 
violation of the principles of individ­ 
ual libertv that the postal authorities 
decided to try the coupon plan as a 
compromis'e. hoping that 
would 
ap­ 
pease botli sides. 
It is satisfactory 
only in a measure, however. 
The re­ 
cipient. who .is a strict Sabbathtarlan, 
may get a letter from a less squeam­ 
ish correspondent who has torn off the 
coupon. Again, the Socialist, who has 
no such scrupres, cannot get a letter 
that is in the postoffice because it 
bears the forbidding coupon.

BARNUM FOOLED CANADIANS. 


Bought Up His Own Posters at m 
Moderate Price. 
According to a native Canadian, Bar- 
num & Bailey’s circus will never be 
popular in his country. 
It was all P. 
T. Barnum’s fault. 
For many years 
there had been a heavy duty on pos­ 
ters going into the dominion, Barnum 
was getting ready for an extended tour 
of the provinces and determJned to 
avoid this enormous exp’ense. So tons 
of the posters went over the border 
two years before the beginning of the 
tour. 
The stuff was not called for, 
and laid in the custom house until the 
officers decided to advertise it for sale 
at auction. 
Barnum sent an agent to 
the sale to buy up the show bills, and 
he did so at a bargain. 
Tho secret 
got out, and that Js the reason the pa^ 
triotic citizens of Canada are down on 
anything that bears the name of Bar­ 
num.

Pt ws that 
formerly were empty at every st i-vico* 
now are filled. 
Tho minisivr who 
adopted this novel proposition is tho 
Rev. Edward Oliver Tilburn. aiul ho 
is tho pastor of the Tonowanda Church, 
of Christ. 
Mr. Tilburn has been pas­ 
tor of this church for a number o f 
years.. 
Mr, Tilburn's scheme, when,

^The senate has often "been described 
as the rich man's club or the million- 
aire's retreat, but it is not in that body 
alone that men of wealth are seeking 
office nowadays. 
In every branch of 
the government service, in the depart- 
ments in Washington, as well as in 
the federal offices of the various cities, 
rich men are found working faithfully 
and hard because of the interest they 
feel In their duties. 


John Hay, secretary of state. Is per- 
haps in 4iis present place because of a 
patriotic sense of duty. 
There 
are 
many reasons why he should want to 
retire Ifrom the cares of state. 
He is 
rich and has one of the finest hemes in 
the national capital, just across Lafay- 
ette square from the White House. 


His social station could easily be 
maintained were he cut of office, and 
he could continue to lead in the 
set 
which has been led by him for so long. 
But he remains in the public service 
because he is tcld that no one knows 
the foreign relations 
of our govern- 
ment &o well as he, or is qualified to 
fill his place just as he has filled it. 
He 
serves 
because 
of a patriotic 
sense of duty and because some of the 
ambitions which he has had for the 
nation have not been entirely worked 
out. 


Secretary of War Root also is rich. 
It is said that his income at the time 
when he went into the cabinet was in 
excess of $50,000 a year from his pro- 
fession. 


Attorney-General Knox, too, is rich. 
Mr, Knox lives 
in one of the 
finest 
houses in Washington, and indulges 
his fancy for fast horses. 
Every day 
that the sun shines he may be seen 
driving about the capital behind one 
oí his horses, which cost thousands of 
dollars. 


Secretary of the Interior Hitchcock 
was rich from the time of his birth, 
and has been associated with big busi- 
ness enterprises 
In the west, which 
makes his wealth grow with each day. 
The salaries of any of the cabinet offi- 
cers named would hardly 
pay their 
house rent. 
All their other expenses 
fcr entertaining, for horses, for the di- 
versions which they seek in summer 
and for their households during the 
social season must come from 
their 
private fortunes. 


They are necessarily 
losing 
large 
sums of money by 
remaining in the 
public service. 
But each of them has 
some good excuse for remaining. 


But there are many 
more 
places 
outside the cabinet circle in which the 
honcr 
Is 
proportionately 
less 
and 
which are sought and held with per- 
sistence of rich men. 
There Is the 
place of Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, held by H. A. Taylor of Wis- 
consin. 


"Uncle Hod," as they call him out In 
his state, has long been very rich. He 
has great lumber 
interests 
in the 
northwest, mines in the Carolinas, in 
Mexico and Alaska, and hotels, news- 
papers and 
commercial enterprises. 
But in each of these he has competent 
pien who look after his interests and 
render him regular and adequate re- 
turns. 


X 
Mr. Taylor has been urged to leave 
the government service. 
His 
family 
and his friends and his physician have, 
within the last few weeks' joined in In- 
sisting that he take a long foreign tour 
for his health. 
He has just completed ' 
a model home In the fashionable part 
of Washington, and it would seem that 
he has everything that heart could de- 
sire. 


But Mr. Taylor clings tenaciously to 
this place, and each day looks after 
the affairs of the government as they 
come before him with the same enthu- 
siasm and care that he would if the 
Interest was his own. 
Only the per- 
sonal friends of Mr. Taylor know why 
he likes the place. 
It 
brings 
him 
small emolument, a sum by the year 
which hardly represents the market 
variations of his possessions In each 
24 hours. 


But Idleness and inactivity are bug- 
aboos to Mr. Taylor. 
From his early 
boyhood he has found ceaseless activ- 
ity to be his portion. 
Through his 
never ending industry he amassed his 
present wealth and made sure of his 
own future. Now he clings 
to his 
government place because he believes 
that in idleness he would quickly rust 
out, 


Charles Hallam Keep, the 
recently 
appcinted assistant secretary of the 
treasury, is said to view his 
annual 
salary of $4500 
merely 
as 
money 
which he can use in keeping up with 
the automobile fad 
or 
meeting the 
minor expenses of his life in the cap- 
ital. 
He has secured such a measure 
of success in 
commercial 
pursuits 
that doubtlees he thought when 
the 
place in Washington 
was offered to 
him that it afforded an opportunity for 
adding to his family name the distinc- 
tion CÍ having been associated with a 
xreat government department and for 
Studying the Intricucies of the goveru- 


ment fiscal system i i c n 
incldo tho 
workshop. 


Perhaps the richest man in an office 
not of the first grade is the personal 
tfrlend of the president. Glfford Pin- 
chot. 
He is not in ofiice because of 
his association with the president, but 
because he has a love fcr forestry. 


As a young man Mr. Pinchot took 
to the study of forestry. 
He learned 
all that 
the 
colleges 
of the United 
States could teach him. 
He 
visited 
the most remote parts 
of this coun- 
try. Then he trav^ed abroad to study 
forestry. 
^ 


He returned to the United 
States 
with ideas of his own as to how the 
government should 
adopt some such 
system as that which has created the 
forests of Germany. 
Ho 
secured a 
minor place and Interested the secre- 
tary of agriculture and later the sec- 
retary of the interior in his plans. 


Now he is at the head of the recent- 
ly organized bureau of forestry. It Is 
making such strides that it promises 
in time to develop into as much im- 
portance as the forestry 
bureaus of 
the older nations. 


These are but a few of the men of 
means who have sought the 
govern-

Punching and Shearing 
Machine. 


According to Consul General Hughes 
at Coburg, a somewhat novel design of 
a punching and shearing machine has 
been put on the market by a German 
firm. 
The feature which distinguish- 
es It from other designs Is that It is 
cut away longitudinally on one side to 
allow of a broad plate being cut up the 
middle. 
It will be worth a great deal 
in shipyards and bridge works, for In 
such works plates are usually ordered 
in the dimensions required, and they 
only require a little cutting and trim- 
ming around the edges. 
It can hardly 
fail to vibrate considerably while at 
work. 
In all other respects the mar 
chine 
resembles 
other 
well-known 
makes of eccentric 
machines. 
It is 
made to shear plates up to one inch 
ia thickness, and the shears are In a 
line with the longitudinal axis of the 
machine. 
The gap on 
the punching 
side Is only 19 1-2 Inches, and it Is In- 
tended to 
punch 
1 1-8 inch 
holes 
through 1-Inch plate. 
The angle Iron 
shear In the middle 
has the corner 
down, and Is thus quite unsuitable for 
shipbuilders.

Flour, grains and dried fruit "will 
keep for an iudofinite time If stored In 
a dry place.

time before cooking, but veal and lamb 
should be cooked when freshly killed. 
Fish and vegetables cannot bo bought 
too fresh. 
Poultry should be cooked 
when fresh, but game requires more 
time to develop the flavor. 


The best place to market is at the 
large stores, where there is a large pa- 
tronage and quick sales.

stores goods get stale by standing so 
long on the shelves.

The hunting of alligators has almost 
exterminated them in Louisiana and 
Florida, and it is evident that in a L'ew 
years the wild alligator will bo extinct. 
In view of this and the great demand 
for alligators 
for zoological dppart- 
ments. an effort Is being made to raise 
them by hand. 
• A considerable part of this year's 
hatchings, instead of being mounted, 
is being sent to tho Arkansas and 
Florida ranches, and raised for the 
market. 


It is a slow process, but it is thought 
that the alligator will become so much 
more valuable when the wild oues are 
killed off that it will pay to raise 
them.—Philadelphia Record.

An Old-time Shaving Outfit. 


George W. Slaybaugh, of Hanover, 
mail carrier, has contributed some inter 
eating articles to the Hiitorical Society 
of York county.

It Is said that there la as much 
drinking 
now 
gis 
there 
ever 
was, 
but 
that 
men 
do 
not 
drink 
in 
the 
same 
way 
as of 
old; and that public drunkenness is 
now comparatively rare. Occasionally 
we see men upon the streets who are 
under the influence of liquor; but one 
might go from one end of Memphis to 
the other and not find a drunken man 
in a day’s Journey. 
Indeed, so rare 
has such a sight become in this city 
that it excites universal attention. The 
drunken man used to be a familiar 
personage. Now he is an object of cu­ 
riosity. 
Of course there are plenty of men 
who take their daily 
allowance 
oT 
liquor, but they do not hire a brass 
band or fire off a few bombs to adver­ 
tise the fact. Men whose business per­ 
mits of a certain amount or leisure 
are apt to be convivial; but it is v/ell 
regulated. 
It is the rare exception 
when they cross the bounds. 
The methods of modern 
business 
have much to do with the spread of 
temperance. 
Even if the head of an 
establdshm'ent is temperate himself, he 
does not surround himself with inebri­ 
ates. 
He knows that the details of 
his business require cool heads and 
steady hands; and lie will insist that 
his employes shall be sober men. Some­ 
times he candidly declares that he wil 
do the drinking for the entire con­ 
cern. 
When the head of a business is 
himself a teetotaler he will probably 
insist still more stringently upon his 
subordinates averting their faces from 
the flowing bowl. 
He may tell them 
that he has no control over private 
habits, and that they are at liberty to 
drink as much as they please, but that 
if they do drink they shall not work 
for him. 
Modern business is entirely 
without sentiment. 
It objects to the 
drinking man, not on moral, but on 
practical grounds. 
The judgment of 
the drinking man is not apt to be awry 
at times. Liquor will make a fool of a 
sage under certain circumstances; and 
a trusted employe might fail his em­ 
ployer at the critical time if he were 
adicted to drink. 
Employes are learning 
everywhere 
that it pays to be sober. The steady 
fellov/ who can always be (found, and 
when found is sober, is the man who 
wins out. 
There are any number of 
vocations which can be filled only by 
sober men. 
No railroad in the world 
would think of intrusting a train to a 
drunken engineer. 
Drunkards would 
not be tolerated on a police force, in 
the postal service, or, indeed, in any 
busine.^s affecting the lives of people 
or requiring exceptional judgment and 
care. 
Of course there are successful 
men who diink; 
but, as a rule, it will 
bo found that they 
drink 
discreetly 
and never overstep the bounds of mod­ 
eration. 
Where they drink to excess, 
they are but the exceptions to prove 
the rule. The millionaire, however, is 
master of his time, and if hq chooses 
to spend a part of it in riotous living, 
he can affoid whatever loss such a 
course entails. 
He is in such a posi­ 
tion that his business does not nec­ 
essarily suffer when he blots out a few 
hours from the course of time. 
The employe who begins by practic­ 
ing sobriety during ofllce hours is apt 
to continue it after office hours. The 
after-dark jag is not conducive 
to 


orations when under the tnflueooe cf 
liquor. 
It is all a mistake. 
No man 
on earth ever wrote anything that was 
fit to live when he was drunk. 
No 
orator ‘ever delivered a speech pos- 
aesslng a particle of merit when he 
was 
drunk. 
Sometimes 
this has 
apparently happened; \but the truth is 
that in some way the. orator became 
suddenly sobered. Otheî'wise he would 
not have been able to think on his feet* 
Another myth that haÀ been explod* 
ed is the idea that moderWe drinking 
is good for a person. Modern medical 
science has given this Idea 
It is said that ''a man is as oloyis his 
arteries,” and when the ossificat^n of 
the arteries begins the end is nod^far 
off. 
Science now holds that constà?nt 
indulgence in alcoholic liquor has 
tendency to ossify the arteries. It waj^ 
formerly held by medical science that \ 
if a person drank two drinks of whis- 
V 
key a day it would be beneficial, for 
this much liquor could be '‘digested, 
as it were, without any harm to the 
system. 
Now, however, the habit oï 
regular drinking even in moderation 
is condemned. 
It is fortunate that medical science 
has reached this conclusion, because it 
is bound to act as a restraint upon the 
practicing physician who has a fond­ 
ness for drink. If there is any one who 
has no business drinking anything at 
all it is the family physician! and he . 
cannot very well continue to be a 
drinking man In the face of the ban 
placed upon alcohol by medical sci­ 
ence. 
The minister of the 
Gospel 
urges every one to observe the Ten 
Commandments, but ho would not re­ 
tain any parish long if it w^ere known 
that he Avas a persistent violator of 
one of them. 
The physician must be 
held to a like account. 
If medical 
science condemns 
regular 
drinking, 
there is no oxcuse for the practitioner, 
and unless he can curb his appetite, 
he might as well retire at once (from 
his profession. 
The conviction is becoming pretty 
general that sobriety is the best pol­ 
icy, and that drunkenness does not 
pay.—Memphis

creasing, 
The men who drink know 
how to carry their liquor like gentle­ 
men, and they drink wine or beer or 
whiskey very much as they drink their 
coffee or tea. 
It is not a “drink” to 
them in the ordinary sense of the 
woid; but a part of their dally allot­ 
ment of meat and liquid. 
One reason why alcoholism is de­ 
creasing Is the explosion of several 
misconceptions regarding the use of 
liquor. 
Formerly it was thought that 
wine brightejjed the 
Intellect; 
and 
that genius often lay dormant until 
set agoing by the sherry or the cham­ 
pagne, Possibly wine will unlock the 
lips of the taciturn man, and make 
him garrulous; but it is absurd to say 
that the wine has created the wit and 
produced the thought. 
It baa simply 
beaten down tbe man’s customary re­ 
serve and made him willing to speak 
what was In his mind. 
The capacit.y 
to say bright things must have existed 
and tbe right thlpgs must have been 
there. 
Tbe wine baa .merely opened 
the door. Many mythical stories bava 
been told about mea of genius wriUog 
subllma poeisa aad delivering loftjr

now to Sle«sp 'Comfortably, 
M, A, Faret, a French scientist, has 
undertaken to teach us how* to sleep. 
He has experimented scientifically In 
the art of sleeping comfortably. 
Ab a result he advises the abolition 
of the pillow and the bolster. The only 
natural position for one to assume 
while sleeping is the horizontal. First 
one must get used to sleeping without 
ft bolster. The next step, he says, Is to 
remove the pillow, for not until then 
will the circulation of the blood be as 
free as it should be. 
In further explanation he says that 
the pillow and the bolster keep the 
head and neck at an abnormal angle, 
and that consequently the sleeper’s en­ 
tire body remains during the night in 
an uncomfortable position, and one 
which Impedes the free course of the 
blood through the vessels and organs. 
The only remedy, he maintains, is to 
adopt a horizontal position, since by it 
alone is absolute rest guaranteed, and 
this rest is due to the fact that in such 
a position the ligaments of the neck 
are not strained or distorted, the lungs 
easily perform their proper work and 
the heart beats regularly.

The coHlure which the Duchess of 
Manchester wore at a theatre party 
given in honor of the christening of the 
Manchester heir was the talk of Lon­ 
don society.

The tremendous power exerted by 
water in violent motion is well shown 
by some experiments carried out by 
English engineers to determine the 
stress exerted upon the foundations of 
a lighthouse. 
Thomas Stevenson dis- 
coA'ered that at Skorryvore and Bell 
Rock pressures of 00S3 pounds per 
square foot and 3013 pounds, respect­ 
ively, were to be encoimtercd in ordi­ 
nary weather. 
This is about forty- 
two pounds per square inch, and is 
doubtless much exceeded in severe 
storms. 


By a new German invention, adopted 
by an English firm bricks will be made 
by machinery at the rate of 40.000 per 
day, as against the 7000 to 8000 per 
day made bj' a molder. 
The bricks 
will be artificially dried in twenty- 
four hours, as against the three to five 
weeks by the ordinary open-air drying, 
while it will be possible to make them 
all the year round, instead of only six 
months in the summer. 
The system 
Avas inA'cstigated by a large number of 
experts, and it is believed that Its per­ 
manent Introduction Avill result in a 
considerable reduction in the price of 
bricks. 


Profe.ssor Henry T. Eddy, of the 
UnlA’orslty of Minnesota, described at 
the Pittsburg meeting of the American 
Association an invention of Dr. S. A. 
Hageman, of Interest to musicians. 
It Is a pianoforte which renders the 
diatonic scale In perfectly just intona­ 
tion in any desired key. It differs In 
outward appearance from an ordinary 
piano only In haA'lng, in addition to the 
usual pedals, a bank of a single octave 
someAvhat like organ pedals, which ac­ 
tuate a bank of sliding bars, and 
these, in turn, move the bridges on 
which the strings rest, and adjust 
them simultaneously to any key. This 
Professor Eddy believes to be the first 
practical solution of the problem of 
just Intonation for instruments with 
fixed keys. 


An ISxaniple of Chinese Humor* 
'A story is told of former Chinese 
Minister Wu’s declaration that Clilnese 
humor resembled American humor. 
Pressed for an example of this, Wu 
told the following story: 
"There was once a Chinese doctor 
who didn’t satisfy his patient. 
The 
sicker the patient grew the more in­ 
dignant his friends became at the un­ 
successful physician. 
At last, when 
the sick man was in the final stage 
nnd death was imminent, the relatives 
laid violent hands on the unfortunate 
doctor, and, tying him up to a tree, 
started to administer a smart beating. 
But while Ills assailants were looking 
for a stick with which to beat him, 
the doctor freed himself and, Jumping 
into the river, swam to safety. When 
he reached home he found his son, 
who was studying to be a physlcjan, 
poring over a book on medicine. ‘Put 
it up, put it up; shut it up,' said the 
doctor, grimly; ‘the first requisite of a 
doctor is to know how to swim, not 
to cure.' "—New York Tribune.

Chicago chauffeurs are organizing « 
union.
